This is because in addition to 
answ ering trouble calls, investigat­ 
ing thefts and accidents, these two 
men m ust make personal service

In these days of soldiering and spy 
scares, Sheriff Hayes says. 
H is books show that in 1940 a 
total of $30,565.63 was spent by 
the departm ent whereas for 1941 
the appropriation was only $23,010, 
of which, he says, $330 was trans­ 
ferred to the comm issioners’ own

Car In Garage 2 Months 
The sheriff now has four cars. 
One of these has been In a garage 
for two m onths and until money 
comes in to pay for repairs it’ll 
stay there, he says. There’s a $225 
repair bill waiting for it and aside 
from the fact he has no money to 
pay such a bill with, he contended 
it wouldn't be good business to 
spend th at much for repairs. 
The $1,800 appropriated to the

cost of operating his cars, giving 
them the proper upkeep and re­ 
pairs and use in the transfer of 
prisoners.

Two Billion— Worth Saving 
tqETWEEN fresh spurts of defense spending, a 
stubborn minority still manages to get in an oc­ 
casional word for defence saving. The National 
Economy league recently submitted a study showing 
how 91,783,000,000 could be saved in the federal bud­ 
get for next year. 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, tak­ 
ing Treasury Secretary Morgenthau at his word, in­ 
sists that at least two billion more dollars could 
be made available for defense by curtailing non- 
defense spending. Mr. Morgenthau is on record as 
saying it would be a "tagic error” to fail to face the 
fact that federal non-defense spending must be re­ 
duced. 
There is a reason for curtailing non defense spend­ 
ing aside from the obvious reason of saving money. 
The Roosevelt administration is making at least a 
nominal effort to avert inflation—nominal because 
it has not demonstrated yet that it is prepared to 
attempt the possible political consequences of putting 
ceilings on wages and farm prices.

FARMERS PLEAD 
FOR MACHINERY 


Equipment Claimed Needed 


To Meet Food Demands 


B r The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 — Agri­ 
culture department officials are 
perturbed over what they say is 
the failure of defense authorities 
to 
recognize agriculture’s needs 
tor machinery and farm equip­ 
ment if it. is to meet unpreced­ 
ented food requirements. 
. 
Farmers, these 
officials 
said, 
face a stupendous task in stepping 
up production of meats, dairy and 
poultry products 
and vegetables 
to supply 
a sharply expanding 
domestic market and a large part 
of Great Britain’s needs. Many 
farmers have reported that they 
may be unable to meet their indi­ 
vidual 
production 
goals 
unless 
they get additional equipment. 
Dairy, Poultry Needs Great 
The Office of Production Man­ 
agement has allotted 
materials 
for only 80 percent of farm equip­ 
ment sold during the last quarter 
of 1940. Agriculture department 
officials say this allotment is suf­ 
ficient to meet 
farmers’ “most 
urgent needs” if farmers defer 
purchase of everything not imme­ 
diately needed. 
The sharpest 
pinch 
is being 
felt, these officials said, in equip­ 
ment needed by dairy and poultry 
farmers. 
One high-placed 
farm 
official 
said the agriculture department is 
experiencing “great difficulty” in 
convincing 
priority 
authorities 
that the production of food should 
be considered just as much a de­ 
fense industry as production of 
airplanes, tanks and munitions. 
Confusion Is Explained 
This official said defense au­ 
thorities are inclined to confuse 
surpluses of agricultural raw ma­ 
terials, such as corn, wheat and 
other livestock feeds, with plenti­ 
ful food 
surplies. 
Machinery is 
necessary, he 
said, 
to 
convert 
these materials into food products. 
The department is making a sur­ 
vey to determine farm machinery 
repair needs. Farmers are being 
urged to make their needs known 
to dealers as soon as possible so 
that manufacturers can estimate 
demand and plan their plant op­ 
erations accordingly.

RIO DE JANEIRO—When four fishermen of Ceara started an amat­ 
ing “jangada” voyage two months ago, they were just four poor 
workingmen coming to the Brazilian capital to ask the president for 
better wages. 
Today, after having navigated their frail craft 2,000 miles through 
the open ocean, they are heroes, a*K 
little dazzled by It all. 
To Rio, which turned out en 
masse to welcome them, they are 
a Brazilian combination of Lind­ 
bergh and Wiley Post after their 
famous flights. 
The four are Manoal Olimpio 
Meira, 38; 
Jeronymo Andre de 
Souza, 38; Raymundo Correa, 52, 
and Manoel Pereira da Silva, 39. 
All are married.

brought 
their 
tiny, 
bouncing craft into Rio on sched­ 
ule. 
Escorted by more than IOO 
fishing

steered their little craft to a dock,

Ohio Due To Continue 
As Small Loan Leader 
Despite Federal Curb 


By The Aaaoriated Pre**. 
COLUMBUS, 
Dec. 2—Although 
Ohio’s 
small 
loan 
business 
is 
shrinking under new federal restric­ 
tions, state securities division offi­ 
cials said today they believe that 
Ohio will retain its national leader­ 
ship in the field. 
The federal restrictions, known 
as regulation W, control all loans 
to $1,500 and limit such contracts 
to 18 months, officials explained, 
whereas no state limits formerly 
were Imposed. The restrictions be­ 
came effective Sept. I and since 
have been revised twice. Accurate 
determination of their effect will 
require several months, it was in­ 
dicated. 
Firms licensed to make small 
loans in Ohio totaled 565 at the 
start of the year, more than any 
other state. Pennsylvania was next 
with 529 and Illinois followed with 
423. 
Ohio loan concerns' total assets, 
used and useful, at the start of the 
year 
were $83,924,000 
compared 
with $71,847,000 the previous year. 
The balance of outstanding loans 
was $65,800,000 compared with $55,- 
800.000 the year before. 
The average balance for 797,423 
loans aggregated $108,496,000 
in 
1940, statistics showed. 
Division officials explained that 
loans were made from firms’ as­ 
sets and that year-end totals did 
not show how many times money 
might have been loaned during the 
same year. 
The average loan at the 'close 
of 1940 business was $154.09 com­ 
pared with $146.72 the previous 
year. 
Paul L. Selby, securities division 
head, reported earnings of small 
loan firms during 1940 averaged 
6.93 percent and described it as 
indicative of a healthy business 
condition. Firms are allowed maxi­ 
mum interest charges of 3 percent 
a month for loans to $30 and 
percent 
annually 
for 
l a r g e r 
amounts.

News Notes On Farming . . . 
Specialist Says Pigs Learned 
'Bad Habits’ Through Humans 


Bpaeial Tm Th* Rsvtew. 
COLUMBUS. Dec. 2—Pigs have been corrupted by their asso­ 
ciation 
with human beings, and the habits learned in domestication 
are 
so damaging to their physical 
well being that F. I. Bell, agri­ 
cultural agent, in Williams county, suggests Ohio farmers produce 
hogs by a plan which enables the animals to return part way back 
-Ho nature. 
Mr. Bell says that the common 
practice of keeping hogs in the 
same small lot year after year 
results in loading that area of 
soil with so many parasites that 
the hogs are likely to be wasting 
feed In resisting parasitic infesta­ 
tions. The agricultural agent de­ 
clares hogs naturally are cleanly 
animals and will revert to their 
original habits lf permitted. 
Pigs can not be raised on washed 
pavements because they are com­ 
pelled to get part of the minerals 
needed for their growth from the 
soil. The pig's snout was put there 
to permit rooting for the minerals 
needed to keep him alive. 
The most successful hog raisers 
take 
advantage of the 
animal’s 
habits by providing him with a 
place to root where minerals can 
be obtained but where there are 
few or no parasites. This is done 
by providing rotation pastures for 
growing pigs. The clean pastures 
not only conserve health but re­ 
duce the cost of producing each 
IOO pounds of pork. 
Mr. Bell suggests that more Ohio 
farmers use the proved system of 
growing pigs on 
clean 
pasture. 
Alfalfa and grass mixtures have 
been used most .successfully but 
almost any type of rotation pasture 
Is better than a filthy hog lot for 
growing pigs.
